Included  in  List  No.  5  are  species  in  limited  quantities  from  the  Pacific 
North' West  and  from  other  western  localities  outside  California. 


As  an  aid  to  the  grower  we  have  in  some  cases  added  the  species  habitat. 
When  no  habitat  is  noted  the  plant  is  found  throughout  California.  Plants 
“widely  distributed”  are  native  also  outside  the  Pacific  Coast  region.  Alti' 
tude  is  given  as  an  indication  of  hardiness.  We  have  stated  plants  to  be 
hardy  in  other  localities  only  when  we  have  had  specific  reports  to  that 
effect.  We  will  appreciate  receiving  such  reports  on  the  adaptability  of 
California  native  plants  to  various  climates  and  countries. 

Heights  given  are  average.  Plants  are  perennial  unless  otherwise  indicated. 
California  annuals  are  best  in  effect  when  massed  and  are  well  adapted  for 
use  in  eastern  gardens,  where  they  should  be  sown  as  soon  as  frost  is  over. 
Most  of  them  require  good  drainage,  light  soil,  shallow  sowing  and  little 
water  when  established.

Argemone  platyceras,  var.  hispida,  Prickly  Poppy  —  Annual,  3  ft.  Large 
white  flowers.  Desert  places  of  Southern  California. 

Armeria  vulgaris,  Thrift —  12  in.  Small  dense  heads  of  pink  flowers.  Coastal. 
Asarum  caudatum,  Wild  Ginger  —  7  in.  Interesting  red-brown  flower. 
Deep  redwood  forests. 

Asclepias  mexicana,  Narrow-leaf  Milkweed  • —  4  ft.  Gray-purple  flower. 
Aster  tortifolius — 18  in.  Downy  foliage.  Large  heads  of  pale  purple 
flowers.  One  of  the  best  of  California  asters.  Desert  mesas  and 
mountain  slopes  to  4000  ft.  50  cents  per  packet. 

Atamosco  longifolia,  Zephyr  Lily  —  Bulb,  5  in.  Long  thread-like  leaves. 

Solitary  copper-yellow  flowers.  High  desert  mesas  of  New  Mexico.  50 
cents  per  packet.

Brodiaea  capitata,  California  Hyacinth  —  Bulb,  2  ft.  Close  umbel  of  laven¬ 
der-blue  flowers.  Hardy  in  eastern  United  States. 

Brodiaea  ixioides,  Golden  Brodiaea  —  Bulb,  12  in.  Umbel  of  yellow  flowers. 
Outside  of  petals  conspicuously  brown-veined.  Foothills  of  central  and 
northern  California  to  5000  ft. 

Brodiaea  laxa,  Ithuriel’s  Spear  —  Bulb,  2  ft.  Loose  showy  umbel  of  deep 
violet-purple  flowers.  Hardy  in  eastern  United  States.  Adobe  soil. 
Northern  hillsides. 

Brodiaea  terrestris  —  Bulb,  4  in.  Loose  umbel  of  lavender  flowers  on  under¬ 
ground  stem.  Coastal.  50  cents  per  packet. 


Calochortus  —  Mariposa  Lily.  Beautiful  flowering  bulbs.  Nearly  all  endemic 
to  the  Pacific  Coast.  Hardy  in  the  British  Isles  and  often  in  the  eastern 
United  States.

C.  catalinae — 18  in.  Large  lilac  flower  with  maroon  base.  Santa  Barbara 
Islands  and  coast  of  Southern  California. 

C.  clavatus  —  2  ft.  Large  rich  yellow  bowl-shaped  flower.  Dry  volcanic 

soils  in  southern  half  of  California.  50  cents  per  packet. 


C.  gunnisonii — 15  in:  Large  purple-banded  lilac  flower.  From  Colorado 
Rocky  Mountains. 

C.  kennedyi,  Desert  Mariposa  —  6  in.  Umbel  of  large  flame-colored  flowers, 
often  marked  with  black.  Hard  clay  or  gravelly  soil  of  desert  mesas.

Nearly  all  of  them  are 
evergreen.  They  range  from  prostrate  dwarfs  to  small  trees  and  are 
found  in  altitudes  up  to  8000  ft. 

C.  cuneatus,  Buck-brush  —  Rigid,  gray-barked  evergreen  shrub.  Small 
leathery  gray-green  leaves.  Tufts  of  white  fragrant  flowers.  Dry 
mountain  slopes  to  4000  ft.  throughout  California. 

C.  dentatus  —  Dense  dwarf  shrub.  Small  narrowly-revolute  leaf.  Rounded 
panicles  of  blue  flowers.  Endemic  to  Monterey  coast.  50  cents  per 
packet. 

C.  divarcatus  —  White-barked  evergreen  shrub,  10  ft.  Thick  leaf.  Flowers 
white  or  blue.

Yellow'green 
bark.  Flowers  pale  blue  or  white.  Mountains  near  south  coast. 

C.  thyrsiflorus  • —  Evergreen  shrub  or  small  tree.  Glossy  green  foliage. 
Long  panicles  of  blue  flowers.  Abundant  in  the  redwood  belt.  Hardy 
in  the  British  Isles. 

Cerastium  arvense,  var.  maximum — 12  in.  Greemgray  foliage.  White 
flowers.  Northern  coast. 

Cercidium  torreyanum,  Palo  Verde  —  Tree,  18  ft.  Smooth  green  bark. 
Suggests  leafless  weeping  willow.  Covered  in  bloom  with  yellow  butter' 
flydike  flowers.  Desert. 

Cercocarpus  betuloides,  Mountain  Mahogany  —  Shrub,  10  ft.  Small  dark 

green  leaves.  Conspicuous  plumed  seeds.  Mountain  sides  to  4000  ft. 

Chaenactis  glabriuscula  —  Annual,  18  in.  Yellow  composite  with  protruding 
stamens. 

Chilopsis  linearis,  Desert  Willow  —  Shrub  with  canedike  stems,  20  ft.  White 
fragrant  flower  blotched  with  lilac  and  yellow.  Desert. 

Chlorogalum  pomeridianum,  Amole  —  Bulb,  4  ft.  Long  undulate  leaves. 
Spreading  panicle  of  dainty  white  purpleweined  flowers. 

Chorizanthe  staticoides,  Turkish  Rugging  —  Annual,  6  in.  Flat'topped 

raceme  of  brittle  raspberry'red  flowers.  Dry  foothills. 

Cirsium  occidentale  —  3  ft.  White'woolly  foliage.  Bright  rose'purple 
flowers.  Coastal. 

Cirsium  occidentale,  var.  coulteri,  Cobweb  Thistle  —  3  ft.  Silver'gray 

foliage.  Calyxes  densely  white'webbed.  Rose'purple  flowers.  Dry 
mountain  slopes  to  8000  ft. 

Clarkia  elegans  —  Annual,  12  in.  Slender  growth.  Deep  pink  ragged 
flowers. 

Clintonia  andrewsiana,  Red  Clintonia  —  Lily  family,  18  in.  Glossy  basal 
leaves  10  in.  long.  Umbel  of  rose'pink  flowers.  Lapislasuli'blue  berries. 
Deep  redwood  forests.  Hardy  in  eastern  United  States.  50  cents  per 
packet. 

Collinsia  bicolor,  Innocence,  Chinese  Houses  —  Annual,  15  in.  White  with 
lavender  or  purple.  Shady  hillsides.

Cupressus  goveniana,  Gowen  Cypress  — -  Evergreen  shrub  5  ft.  Compact 
outline.  As  hardy  as  Monterey  Cypress.  Should  be  better  known. 
Endemic  to  Monterey  peninsula. 

Cupressus  macrocarpa,  Monterey  Cypress  —  Evergreen  tree,  50  ft.  Useful 
for  coastal  windbreak.  Hardy  in  British  Isles.  Endemic  to  Monterey 
peninsula. 

Cynoglossum  grande,  Western  Hound’s  Tongue  —  2  ft.  Raceme  of  brilliant 
blue  flowers.  Wooded  canyons  of  northern  California  to  4000  ft. 


Datura  meteloides,  Tolguacha — 2  ft.  Large  gray  leaf.  White  violet'tinged 
trumpet'shaped  flower  7  in.  long.  Sandy  valley  lands  to  4000  ft. 

Delphinium  cardinale,  Scarlet  Larkspur  —  5  ft.  Scarlet  flower.  Among 
shrubs  along  hot  sandy  washes.  $2.50  per  021.  $18.00  per  half  pound.

Delphinium  nudicaule,  Red  Larkspur —  18  in.  Slender  growth.  Red  flowers.

Brick' 
red  flowers.  Dry  hillsides  of  Southern  California. 

Dodecatheon  hendersonii,  Shooting  Star,  California  Cyclamen — 10  in. 
Flowers  rose'purple,  lavender  or  white.  Hardy  in  eastern  United  States. 
Northern  foothills. 

Dodecatheon  jeffreyi,  var.  redolens,  Sierra  Shooting  Star — 15  in.  Rose' 
pink  flower.  Strongly  fragrant  foliage.  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains  to 
11,500  ft.  50  cents  per  packet. 

Downingia  pulchella  —  Dwarf  annual,  4  in.  Yellow  and  blue  lobeliadike 
flower.  Sunny  low  spots,  wet  in  spring.

Oenothera  ovata,  Sumcups  —  3  in.  Leaves  in  basal  rosette.  Large  golden' 
yellow  flowers.  Seedpods  mature  below  surface  of  ground.  Open  coastal 
hillsides. 

Oenothera  spiralis  —  Decumbent.  Gray  foliage.  Large  yellow  flower.  Coastal. 

Oenothera  trichocalyx,  Desert  Evening  Primrose  —  Biennial,  18  in.  Large 
white  flower.  Sandy  plains  and  deserts  to  4000  ft. 

Orthocarpus  purpurascens.  Owl’s  Clover  —  Annual,  8  in.  Thick  spike  of 
cream'tipped  rose'purple  flowers. 

Osmaronia  cerasiformis,  Oso  Berry  —  Erect  shrub,  5  ft.  Pendant  racemes  of 
small  fragrant  white  flowers.  Blue'black  berries.  Canyon  slopes  of 
northern  California  to  4000  ft. 

Oxalis  oregana,  Redwood  Sorrel  —  5  in.  Large  green  leaves.  Pink  or 
white  flower.  Hardy  in  eastern  United  States.  Deep  redwood  forests. 


Paeonia  brownii,  Western  Peony— -12  in.  Gray  divided  foliage.  Large 
crimson'brown  leathery  flowers.  Brushy  hilbslopes  to  5400  ft. 

Papaver  californicum,  Western  Poppy  —  Annual,  18  in.  Slender  growth. 
Salmon'red  flowers.  Central  and  southern  California. 

Pentstemon  —  Beardtongue.  Showy  natives  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  in' 
terior  as  far  east  as  the  Rocky  Mountains.  There  are  one  hundred  or 
more  species,  many  of  which  are  not  in  cultivation.  We  expect  to  be 
able  to  make  constant  additions  to  our  present  list.  Pentstemons  should 
be  more  widely  grown  in  rock  gardens. 

P.  antirrhinoides  —  Much'branched  evergreen  shrub,  4  ft.  Tiny  linear 
leaves.  Wide'mouthed  yellow  flowers.  Mesas  and  canyons  of  Southern 
California  to  3000  ft. 

P.  barbatus  (Chelone  barbata)  —  4  ft.  Slender  stems.  Long  scarlet  flowers. 
Mountains  of  the  South'West. 

P.  centranthifolius,  Scarlet  Bugler  —  3  ft.  Smooth  gray  foliage.  Narrow, 
bright  vermilion  tubular  flowers.  Hot  sandy  places  to  4700  ft. 

P.  confertus,  var.  caeruleo-purpureus — 10  in.  Basal  leaves  forming  mat. 
Close  raceme  of  purple'blue  flowers.  Sandy  slopes  of  Sierra  Nevada 
Mountains  to  10,000  ft.  50  cents  per  packet. 

P.  cordifolius  —  Shrub,  6  ft.  Glistening  foliage.  Straggling  branches  tipped 
with  showy  panicles  of  scarlet  honeysuckledike  flowers.  This  should 
do  well  in  England,  grown  as  a  climber  against  a  hot  wall.

P.  minor  (P.  whitlavia),  California  Canterbury  Bell  —  Annual,  12  in.  Loose 
open  clusters  of  bell-shaped  purple  flowers.  Valleys  and  mesas  to  4000  ft. 

P.  minor,  var.  campanularia  (P.  campanularia) — Annual,  12  in.  Brilliant 
gentian-blue  open  bell-shaped  flowers.  Desert  ranges  to  4000  ft.  $1.00 
per  oz.  $7.00  per  half  pound,  $15.00  per  pound. 

P.  tanacetifolia,  Blue  Fiddle-neck  —  Annual,  3  ft.  Crowded  spikes  of 
lavender  flowers.

Pinus  sabiniana,  Digger  Pine  —  Evergreen  tree,  60  ft.  Cones  8  in  long. 
Dry  foothills. 

Pinus  torreyana,  Torrey  Pine  —  Evergreen  tree,  30  ft.  Endemic  to  small 
tract  on  San  Diego  county  coast  and  to  Santa  Rosa  Island.  50  cents 
per  packet. 

Pinus  tuberculata,  Knob-cone  Pine  —  Evergreen  tree,  40  ft.  Few  scattered 
stands  in  central  and  northern  California  mountains.

Red  berries.  Canyons  and  mountain  sides  to  4000  ft. 

Ribes  malvaceum  —  Shrub,  4  ft.  Raceme  of  rose-red  flowers.  Early  bloom¬ 
ing.  Gray-blue  berry.  Dry  hillsides. 

Ribes  sanguineum,  var.  glutinosum,  Flowering  Currant  —  Shrub,  6  ft.  Fra¬ 
grant  foliage.  Racemes  of  rose-pink  flowers.  Blue-black  berry. 
Northern  California  coast. 

Ribes  speciosum,  Fuchsia  Flowered  Gooseberry  —  Evergreen  shrub,  8  ft. 
Glossy  foliage.  Cardinal-red  flowers  pendant  from  prickly  branches. 
Hardy  in  British  Isles.  Coast  of  central  and  southern  California. 
Romneya  coulteri,  Matilija  Poppy  —  Evergreen  shrub,  6  ft.  Gray  foliage. 
Enormous  white  flowers.  Dry  suniiy  washes  and  canyons.  75  cents  per

Rosa  gymnocarpa,  Redwood  Rose  —  4  ft.  Slender  growth.  Intense  rose- 
pink  flowers.

Saxifraga  tolmei  —  Alpine,  3  in.  Dense  tufts  of  closely  leafed  stems.  Pani- 
cles  of  white  flowers.  Moist  gravelly  places  in  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains 
to  10,000  ft.  50  cents  per  packet. 

Saxifraga  virginiensis,  var.  califomica  —  9  in.  Fragile  stem.  Delicate  pan' 
icle  of  white,  red'centered  flowers.

Smilacina  sessilifolia,  Slender  California  Solomon’s  Seal — 18  in.  White 
flowers  in  terminal  raceme.  Panicle  of  dark  red  berries.  Shady  coastal 
woods  north  to  Washington. 

Solatium  wallacei,  Catalina  Nightshade  —  Bush,  3  ft.  Purple-blue  flowers 
2  in.  across.  Collected  on  Catalina  Island. 

Sphacele  calycina,  Pitcher  Sage  —  Bush,  4  ft.  Pink-white  flowers  in  leafy 
raceme.  Hillsides  of  Southern  Coast  Ranges. 

Sphaeralcea  ambigua,  Desert  Mallow  —  2  ft.  Gray  foliage.  Open  panicle 
of  showy  brick-red  flowers.  Desert. 

Swertia  radiata  (Frasera  speciosa),  Green  Gentian,  Deer’s  Tongue  —  3  ft. 
Flower  greenish-white,  purple  dotted.  Open  pine  woods  to  9000  ft. 

Thermopsis  montana — 18  in.  Raceme  of  bright  yellow  lupin-like  flowers. 
Meadows  of  Rocky  Mountains  to  10,000  ft. 

Trichostema  lanatum,  Romero,  Woolly  Blue  Curls  —  Shrub,  4  ft.  Blue 
flowers  with  protruding  stamens  in  spikes  covered  with  dense  violet 
wool.  Dry  sunny  mountain  slopes  to  4000  ft. 

Trillium  ovatum,  Coast  Trillium  —  9  in.  White  flower  fading  to  rose.  Hardy 
in  eastern  United  States.  Wooded  canyons  near  northern  coast  of 
California.

Zygadenus  fremontii  —  Bulb,  2  ft.  Large  showy  raceme  of  white  flowers. 
Hardy  in  British  Isles.  Bushy  hillsides  of  central  and  southern  California 
coast. 

Zygadenus  fremontii,  var.  minor  —  Bulb,  6  in.  Open  raceme  of  white 

flowers.  Coastal  hillsides  of  species  habitat. 
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
